The Bradley Theatre 





The Bradley Theatre has graced the corner of Livery and Front Streets in Putnam since 1901, 
when Ransom Bradley, a local businessman, set about making his dream of building a beautiful 


theatre in downtown Putnam a reality. He constructed a brick and stone structure that could seat 
973 people. As soon as he opened the doors, the public embraced the theatre, which offered a 
mix of local talent and traveling shows to entertain and amaze area residents.

hrough the years, the Bradley responded to the 
changing tastes of audiences by offering live 
performances and later first run movies. Despite 


experiencing several fires and changes in ownership and 


management, the theatre was at the center of a vibrant 
community. As Putnam experienced set backs from a 


devastating flood in 1955, devastating fires and changing 2 


demographics, the Bradley continued as a movie theatre 
until the last motion picture was aired in 1985. 

In 1984 actors from area town and lovers of live 
theatre formed the Northeast Repertory Theatre, a 
volunteer organization, dedicated to producing quality 
amateur shows, opening with “Same Time Next Year”, 
By 1988 


“Carnival” and “ Pump Boys and Dinettes.” 








the group changed their name to the Bradley Playhouse 
Association and later to its current designation as non- 
profit, in 1991 at Theatre of Northeastern Connecticut 
(TNECT), celebrating their 25th anniversary this year as 
TNECT. 

The building is a complex jewel that has recently 
undergone a major restoration and updating. Owned 
by Tom and Kathy Borner, the property is leased to the 
Bradley. The newly repainted ceiling is majestic with a 
deep blue background and bright gold stars. Through 
the years changes were made to make the property 
accessible and modern, while maintaining a sense of 
early twentieth century grace. 

The Bradley operates with a volunteer board of 20 
members. Scott Guerin is the current president. The 
directors, producers, actors, stage crew, lighting and 
sound technicians are all volunteers. 

“There are hundreds of volunteers and they are 
constantly changing. Every production, every fund 
raiser, every committee, is staffed by volunteers who 
contribute thousands of hours to the theatre because

they love the work and the place,” said Monique 
Maldonado, Theatre Business Manager. 

Maldonado is a new face as manager, filling the 
shoes of Pat Green, who retired after serving in the role 
for more than twenty years. 

Maldonado, a native of Dudley, MA, who returned 
to the area after a 20-year hiatus, has a background 
in restaurant management and real estate. She exudes 
energy, confidence and enthusiasm for her new position. 
She became involved in the Bradley when her son joined 
the cast of “Grease”. 

‘T fell in love with the show and the Bradley when 
I waited for my son during practices. I volunteered all 
that I could during the Grease performances and soon 
couldn’t get enough of what the Bradley had to offer. I 
submitted my resume and was hired,” Maldonado said. 

While last year was one of the best years ever in 


sales and donations for the organization, Maldonado and 


the Board know that they need to constantly promote 
the shows and reach out to new audiences using social 
media as well as print and broadcast outlets. Operating 
the Bradley is a balancing act of offering popular shows 
that sell out as well as shows that appeal to actors in the 
region who want to stretch themselves creatively. The 
Artistic Committee is charged with selecting plays and 
dates that mix drama, musicals, children’s’ shows and 
presenting it to the Board for approval.

A professional 
stagecraft manager has been hired to construct a manual 
track to enable the British nanny to fly about the crowd. 

“Mary Poppins is a big production that requires 
significant upfront costs, but we feel certain that it will 
be a huge success,” Maldonado said. Presale tickets are 
being ordered already for the summer production. A 
new version of “A Christmas Carol” scheduled for the 
holidays is certain to sell out as well. 

To reach a broader audience, the Bradley began 
offering the Scott Higgins’ New England Comedy All 
Stars. Four times a year for one night only, audiences 
enjoy an uproarious performance for $20 per show, 
which sell out quickly. 

A new addition to the concession stand is beer and 
wine offered by 85 Main, a restaurant nearby. Monique 
Maldonado noted that while they “sell a lot of popcorn” 
the addition of adult beverages adds to the atmosphere.

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Horseback Riding in 
the Quiet Corner 


When I come upon a horse and rider on a trail or backroad, the picturesque scene brings 
joy to my heart. Horses fit perfectly into the Quiet Corner countryside: the rolling hills, 
green fields, and lush forests seem designed for enjoyable equestrian pursuits. Pomfret was 
settled on horseback and for many years horses outnumbered people. Even with the 
advent of motorized transportation, horseback riding continued to be popular in 
Pomfret and riders here have the benefit of a century-old trail system.

owever, as large parcels of land were developed 

into smaller tracts, the contiguous trails 

were in danger of being broken up. In 2007 
the Pomfret Horse and Trail Association (PHTA) was 
established as a volunteer organization dedicated 
to preserving and protecting open space for the 
maintenance of multi-use trails in partnership with local 
landowners, horse owners, conservationists, hikers, 
and other like-minded folks. Penny Foisey, President of 
the PHTA, explains that a group of local residents were 
concerned about losing access to trails they had ridden 
on for many years and they wanted equestrians to have 
a voice in the land conservation movement. They rolled 
up their sleeves and became instrumental in preserving 
the beauty of the open countryside that we all enjoy, 
working with the Pomfret town hall and organizations 
such as Windham Land Trust and the Audubon. 

In addition to their conservation efforts and 


community networking, PHTA promotes and maintains 
an extensive trail system throughout public lands and 
have cleared or reconstructed new trails as they were 
able. Penny relates with justifiable pride that, with the 
completion of the Barrett Ridge trail, in 2015 the PHTA 


established a 20 mile loop through public land in 
Pomfret. In celebration of the fruits of their hard work, 
on May 3, 2015 the PHTA, in conjunction with Tyrone 
Farm, held their first Annual Cross Town Ride. For this 
event, riders choose a 10 or 20 mile circular loop ride on 
the extensive trail systems through the town of Pomfret, 
only occasionally touching on country roads to link

trails. What a treasure for local residents and visitors 
alike! 

Since the Quiet Corner is still horse country after 
all these years, there are many horseback riding facilities 
in the area. For riders new to the area or locals who 
would like to learn to ride, the PHTA website offers links 
to riding stables, state resources and local organizations. 
The pastoral nature of the area and friendliness of the 
inhabitants make it a natural fit for equestrian pursuits. 

Bramble Hill Farm in Pomfret offers riding lessons, 
boarding, and horse training. Darcy Johnson, the owner, 
has had the stable since 1993 and her offerings have 
evolved based on community interests over the years. 
With both an indoor and an outdoor ring, as well as a 
trail system out the back of the property, Bramble Hill 
has something to appeal to everyone. Two trainers offer 
lessons in dressage, jumping, and hunting and Darcy’s

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horses safely accommodate riders from 3 - 72 years of 
age. Friendly and accessible, Darcy takes her horses and 
riders to shows and enjoys coaching equestrian teams 
from local schools: Pomfret School and Rectory School. 
She loves the experience of guiding her students, 

some of whom have never even touched a horse 

before coming to Bramble Hill Farms, as they become 
confident horseback riders. 

Another local stable is Woodstock Acres, a 
picturesque barn in rural Woodstock with indoor and 
outdoor rings as well as a large jumping field, owned by 
Rebecca Barrett. Rebecca runs a riding school offering 
private and team lessons for riders of all abilities 5 years 
and older, and boards and trains horses. Woodstock 
Acres has an Interscholastic Equestrian Association 
(IEA) riding team for middle and high schoolers that 
competes in regional shows. Some of Rebecca’s IEA 
team members have gone on to compete on their college 
teams. She also coaches for local school equestrian 
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teams: Marianapolis and Hyde School. Rebecca stresses 
that young riders will do best when they approach 
riding with the commitment bring to any other sport. 
It is a highly athletic activity, involving close teamwork 
with a 1400 lb animal and takes time and effort to 
master. 

There are other nearby stables to fit all levels and 
interests. When looking for a facility to take lessons 
or board a horse at, call around and visit a few. When 
arriving at a facility, note the condition of the paddocks, 
the stables, and the horses - are the grounds safe, and 
well-maintained? Are the horses adequately housed and 
cared for, well fed, with access to water? You want to feel 
welcome, have a good rapport with the teacher...and 
have fun during your lessons! 

Whether you are a new or experienced rider, there 
are a variety of horseback events to enjoy in the Quiet 
Corner. Tyrone Farm in Pomfret sponsors numerous 
activities, such as the Annual Pomfret Hunter Pace: a 
8 mile race with nearly 40 jumps and a range of levels 
to appeal to riders of diverse abilities. Another Tyrone 
Farm event is a Judged Pleasure Ride Series consisting 
of 4 courses on 4 different dates that meander through 
the scenic countryside of Pomfret. The courses range

from seven to nine miles long and each includes four 
judged obstacles. Riders can ride solo or with friends 
and a buffet lunch is included in the $40 entry fee. 
Along with the above mentioned Cross Town Ride, 
the PHTA also has informal “Show and Go” trail rides: 
announced via email or Facebook to their members, 
those who “Show” at the meeting time and place, “Go” 
on the ride. If you are interested in participating in 
lessons, horse shows or riding events, visit the PHTA 
website and get involved with a horseback riding facility 
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direction. When you see a horse, stop moving, and stay 
in their line of sight. Stand on the side of the trail, but 
not hiding in the bushes. Speak a calm greeting. All of 
these steps distinguish you as a human, not a predator. 
If you have a dog, keep them leashed and close to you. 

Finally, understand that each horse is an individual 
and ask for guidance from the rider as to how best 
proceed. Ask permission before petting a horse - and 
teach your children to do so as well. Saying hi and 
“checking in” is a good way to build community and get 
to know other trail-users. 

Since occasionally horses travel on the roads, the 
Connecticut Horse Council publishes guidelines for 
motor vehicle operators when they encounter a horse 
and rider: 

e Slow down when approaching a horse and rider or 
horse and carriage 

¢ Pass with a wide berth, at least 6-8 feet from the 
horse 

¢ Do not pass on hills or curves 

e When approaching a horse from behind, let 
oncoming traffic pass the horse first 

e Drive a minimum of 20 feet behind a horse or 
carriage when following on the road 

¢ Stop and wait if the rider is having a difficult time 
controlling the horse 

e Ifarider waves his/her hand palm down, please 
slow down 


Safety on multi-user trails and roads is everyone’s 
responsibility. Take care and enjoy the trails!

prey animals and even well-trained horses may revert 
to their “flight” instincts when startled. Loud noises or 


sudden movement, such as a bike coming up quietly 
behind them and whooshing past, can spook them 
and a 1400 pound animal can move quickly, injuring 
themselves, their rider, and/or bystanders. 


Common sense guidelines apply: Pay attention! 


Be aware of what is coming down the trail in either

“CSA” stands for “Community Supported Agriculture.” What does this mean? It means not just knowing where your food comes from, 


but exactly how it is grown. It means trading pallid, weeks-old produce for fresh, vitamin-rich veggies plucked from the field that morning. 


It means exploring: trying things you would never find in the grocery store (purple cauliflower, red carrots, crisp white daikon radish). 


It means savoring a fully ripe tomato like you would a peach. It means helping to preserve open space and make your 


environment a little cleaner & greener. And it means being on a first-name basis with the farmer, who might just be your neighbor.

ccording to LocalHarvest.com, a national, 

grassroots directory with a database of over 

4,000 CSA farms, Community Supported 
Agriculture has been around for over 25 years and “has 
become a popular way for consumers to buy local, 
seasonal food directly from a farmer.” The basic model 
for a CSA is for a farmer to offer a certain number of 
“shares” to the public. Each share consists of a box 
(or bag or basket) of seasonal produce each week 
throughout the farming season. Depending on the farm, 
other products such as fruit, flowers, or eggs, might be 
available too. 

CSA members purchase a share like they would 
a magazine subscription. They usually pay up front 
and enjoy the rewards of the season’s bounty for a 
set number of weeks. By supporting a local farmer in 
this manner, members also share the risks of farming, 
including inclement weather, disease, pests and so on. 
“Most CSA farmers feel a great sense of responsibility 
to their members,” states LocalHarvest.com, “and when 
certain crops are scarce, they make sure the CSA gets 
served first.” 

In some parts of the country, demand for 
community supported agriculture outweighs farms that 
provide it. Fortunately, the Quiet Corner has a growing 
number of CSAs. Farms typically offer the first shares to 
past members and subscriptions often sell out quickly. 
Each farm described below offers its own variation on a 
CSA, so make sure you understand how it works before 
you sign on!

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Abington Grown (abingtongrown.com) is a 2.5-acre 
market garden at We-Lik-It Farm in Abington farmed by 
Erika Marczak and Sam Rich. Here they farm with draft 
animal-power and no harmful chemicals or sprays. “We 
are probably the only strictly draft animal-powered farm 
producing vegetables in the state,” says Erika. “Without 
draft animals I would cease to exist; | couldn’t function. 
You have so much more flexibility with animals, that I 
prefer to use them over a tractor.” 

Erika also stresses disease prevention rather than 
control in her growing practices and makes good use of 
cover crops to improve rather than deplete the soil. Like 
many of our local CSAs she is not certified organic but 
doesn’t like using even pesticides that organic farms are 
allowed to use. 

Erika describes her CSA as a small or “modest” 
share. Her experience working for other CSAs, where 





some customers felt overwhelmed, led her to this 
model. “My goal is not to be a family’s entire seasonal 
produce budget,” she says. CSA members pay $300 for 
a 20-week season, June to October. “We provide you 
with an average of $17 worth of produce each week. 
Our flexible shares offer you some choice in what you 
receive. We provide about $10 worth of produce and 
you choose an additional $7 worth. With a large variety 
of fresh produce, there should be plenty of diversity in 
your share.” 

Abington Grown produces strawberries and melons 
plus a nice variety of 40-50 types of vegetables. Erika 
often sets aside things for CSA members and then they 
can pick what they want from a farmer’s market type 
stand on a first come first serve basis. People can also 
buy more to supplement their share. CSA pick-up is at 
the Saturday Farmer’s Market in Putnam from 10am - 
Ipm and We-Lik-It Farm in Abington from 2:30-5pm. 
Since she only offers 12 shares at this time, Erika usually 
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fills up with the previous year’s customers. 
Now in their 7th year of CSA, Devon Point Farm in 
Woodstock offers a summer program for 18 weeks from 


: June to October and a fall/winter CSA from October - 


December. Patty and Eric Taylor pride their program on 
three things: growing practices that go “beyond organic” 
standards, offering abundance and variety, and a 
beautiful farm setting that makes pick-up a pleasurable 
experience. 





Many people don’t realize that organic standards 
include sprays and chemicals, but Devon Point Farm 
makes every attempt not to use them. And for the past 
two seasons, they haven’t used any at all. “We also give 
people a really big variety,” says Patty. “Fight different 
items...there’s always a salad green, a cooking green, a 
couple of root crops and heavier vegetables. I always 
overplant so we have an abundance of lots of different 
things.” 

At Devon Point Farm, a half-share is $475, a full 
share $745 and a cut-flower share (weekly bouquet 
of farm raised chemical-free flowers) is $220 for 10 
weeks. CSA members can choose from a Tuesday or 
Friday pickup at the farm within a 3 to 4-hour window. 
“They bring their bags,” explains Patty, “and there is 
a chalkboard that describes what they get. Everything 
is set up on tables. Some things are already bagged 
but other items are weighed by pound. Some they can 
choose-we grow 20 different types of tomatoes. They 
can pick what they want.” 

“Our farm is really pretty,” Patty adds. “My goal is to 
make it a great experience. They walk into our beautiful 
barn with twinkly lights and classical music and we are 
all laughing...sometimes our customers come in and 
say, ‘This is the best day of the week!’ That makes me 
really happy. We are feeding their souls as well as their 
mouths.” 

“It's great for people who love to cook, foodies at 
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“We've been participating in CSA for 32 years,” 
says John Wolchesky of Lapsley Orchard (www. 
lapsleyorchard.com) in Pomfret, a 200-acre farm 
that produces fruit, vegetables, flowers and more. 
“The definition is Community Supported Agriculture. 
And without the community supporting our farm, 

I'd be just a guy with a big garden. The community 
has been supporting our farm for 32 years under my 
management.” 

John took the typical CSA model and refined it 
to meet his personal philosophy and to offer a reward 
for his loyal customers. “We came up with a model 
where you join the membership for a nominal fee and 
you pay as you go once the product is in,” explains 
John. A $25 fee allows a customer to belong to the 
“club.” Membership includes the ability to purchase a 
minimum 20-pound box every Saturday for 8 weeks 
for $25 each. John and his wife Patti post the contents 
of each share the previous week in the Shopper’s 
Guide, and also e-mail it and post on Facebook at the 
beginning of the week. Members must commit by 
Friday and pick up the share on Saturday at the Farm 
Stand on Orchard Road. 

Although there’s a farm stand offering fruit 
and vegetables for six months of the year, Lapsley is 
primarily known as a pick-your-own orchard that is 
extremely popular during the fall apple harvest. John 
enjoys the seasonal nature of the CSA. “We start in July 
to offer the whole transition from summer vegetables 
to fall vegetables to fruit. That has made it more fun to 
see the shift through the season.” John was inspired to 
start a CSA as a rewards program for the farm’s loyal 
customers. “Some of our customers came to me and 
said, ‘I wanted to come by this weekend but you were 
way too busy.’ I thought, these are the people who got 
me all the cars in the parking lot in the first place! This 
is a way I can reward those loyal customers.” 

Lapsley Orchard takes great care in its CSA 
presentation. “I’m very meticulous, says John. “When 
I decide what’s going in the box it has to be mixture 
of texture and colors so that’s what you see when 
you open it.” An additional benefit for members is 
free flowers. Lapsley offers cut-your-own flowers by 
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the pound to the public, but CSA members can cut a 
bouquet when they pick up their boxes. 

With 150 members, Lapsley is one of the area’s 
largest CSAs. Similar to other farms, the previous year’s 
members get first dibs on shares for the next season. 
Because of their financial model, John & Patti were 
understandably concerned about people committing to 
buying a share, but not picking it up. But they say this is 
very rare, and Patti, who handles the memberships and 
disseminating information to the CSA, is great about 
reminding people. 

John was a little surprised by CSA members’ 
willingness to accept new vegetables. “I can put Savoy 
Cabbage on shelves and nobody buys it,” he remarks. 
“But with the CSA, I can sell 150 in a day. People 
are willing to try new things when it comes in the 
presentation of the box.” And, like anyone who loves 
growing, he takes joy in experimenting with new and 
unique crops. 

At Unbound Glory Farm (www.unboundgloryfarm. 
com) on RT 97 in Pomfret, cooking may be as 
important as growing to Adam Squire and his wite 
Courtney—who also provide catering and are both 
inspired cooks. Unbound Glory offers a traditional CSA 
of 12 weeks from July to September for $300 ($25/week 
of produce) and they have 50 subscriptions available 
this year. Unbound Glory CSA offers an on-farm pickup 
either Tuesdays or Fridays from 5 to 7PM. 

“We offer an evolving variety of produce that at the 
height of season can become very generous,” says Adam. 
Every week, they send an email listing what will be 





included in the share to help people in meal planning. 
The newsletter also includes varietal descriptions, 
since Unbound Glory specializes in growing heirloom 
vegetables, which might be unfamiliar to those used 
to shopping at a grocery store. “We try new varietals 
every year and really try to grow for flavor.” Recipe 
suggestions are an important part of their CSA model. 
“These are simple recipes that we vet in our farm 
kitchen during the previous week, and this has been 
well received,” says Adam. Although not USDA-certified, 
Unbound Glory does follow organic standards, often 
going beyond and abstaining from any chemical 
intervention in their fields. 

Adam recognizes that CSA is good for both 
consumers and farmers, although it represents a 
commitment by both parties—-some CSA models 
even have a contract. “Consumers are supporting 
local agriculture and economies and getting a direct 
connection to their food. It’s a better quality product... 
we harvest and process it hours before you get it, for 
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optimal vitality, nutrient density and shelf life when you 
get it home.” 

He also values an intimate, even artistic aspect of 
the CSA relationship. “You are allowing a farmer the 
opportunity to curate your experience of the season,” 


: he says. “It’s like going to a restaurant and getting the 


chef’s tasting. We like to grow a lot of unique things but 


: we also have core staples that everyone likes. We try to 
i keep a blend of familiar and fold in the unfamiliar to 


add that spice-of-life element.” 
Another local option is the Monday Putnam Farmers

with a large window of its own, looking out on 

the passageway that leads to the workout area, the 
Calhoun Gym and the lockers. Around the corner are 
the swimming pools, the center of the facility, with one 
lap pool, named especially for Newell Hale, and a warm 
water pool, named for Betty Hale, the champion of the 
project for the decade it took to make it a reality. 

Kelly, who grew up in Y’s in Rhode Island, worked 
her way through the ranks from lifeguard at age 18 in 
Warwick, RI to Executive Director of the Hale YMCA 
Youth and Family Center. With years of experience and 
a degree from Springfield College, the Sterling resident 
and mother of a toddler, describes her current position 
as her ‘dream job”. 

As a seasoned professional, despite her youthful 
demeanor, Amanda Kelly knows how to anticipate what 
needs to be done and can gauge the atmosphere of the 
facility by staying in touch with the staff, which will 
reach 12-15 full time employees and 70-80 part timers 
when the facility is fully operational. The Y is open over 
100 hours per week with members checking in at the 
reception desk by showing bar coded passes that are 
linked to their photographs to insure security. 


A: Kelly, Executive Director, has an office 
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Melanie Sartori, monitors all the classes to make 
schedule adjustments and to hear suggestions from 
members. 

“All of the leadership team have a good mix of 


: Y experience and extensive training in their area of 


expertise,” Kelly said. 

Parents are encouraged to exercise with their 
children, but they are also offered the chance to enjoy 
some time on their own at the Y. The Child Watch, ages 
6 weeks old to ages 3 or 4, and Amazing Kids, ages 3 or 
4 to 9 years old, areas provides on-site child care while 
their parents take advantage of the building. Children 
can be signed in for 2-hour shifts each day, where a staff 
member cares and runs activities for them. 

The Teen Activity Center, which focuses on children 
ages 10 and up will be open after school until 8 pm. 
Staff lead activities such as foosball, ping-pong, and

visit, she got in and out of the pool on her own. 

Response to the Y has exceeded expectations. A 
membership goal of 800 units, defined by the Y as 
between one person and a family, was surpassed by the 
first day with 915 units or over 2600 individuals joining.

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A mystery solved! Early Woodstock millstone returns to 
its original site thanks to two area residents. 


Chamberlin Mill, Inc. volunteers have been 

searching for a grist millstone known to have 
come from the Chamberlin site along the Still 
River in West Woodstock, and identified with 
the property’s early combined grist and sawmill 


kK: several years, Andy Quigley and other 


operations. While the site has become recognized 
today for its 19th century sawmill currently under 
restoration, early deeds confirm that in the late 
1700s, Manasseh Hosmer owned both a grist mill 
and sawmill at this location. 

Andy Quigley and the Chamberlin family 
remember when the millstone was a feature of 


William Lonsdale and Pearle Chamberlin Tayler’s 
garden, across the river from 


the current Chamberlin Mill. o 2S 


They also remember its sale at 
auction following the Taylers’ 
deaths in the mid-1990s. But 
its location was uncertain, until 
last fall when, after following 
many leads, Quigley learned 
that the millstone might be 
among a collection of antique 
stones that had recently 

been sold to Tom Campbell 
of Pomfret’s Old Wood 
Workshop. 

Andy Quigley wasted 
no time in contacting [om 
Campbell, whose Old 
Wood Workshop (www. 
oldwoodworkshop.com) specializes in antique 
original 18th and early 19th century flooring, 
antique iron hardware, and antique stone. Campbell 
had recently purchased the Woodstock grist mill 
stone from an Eastford collection of assorted 
antique stones. An inscription on the reverse of 
a photograph taken by the prior owner positively 
identified the millstone as from the Chamberlin site. 

“You can only imagine how happy I was to find 
this stone, intact, and available to Chamberlin Mill, 
Inc.,” said Quigley. “I remembered it from the time 
when, as a young man, I helped the Taylers build a 
small outbuilding. Bill Tayler told me about betting 
a fellow with a new tractor that he couldn’t retrieve 
the mill stone, then lodged in the river bed, and bring 
it up to his garden. The fellow won the bet and the 
Taylers won the stone. “ 

Very generously, Tom Campbell offered to 
donate the massive millstone to Chamberlin Mill, 
Inc. for display at the Mill once it is fully restored. In 
the meantime, the stone will remain in safekeeping. 
Chamberlin Mill, Inc. is extremely grateful to Tom 
Campbell for this important and irreplaceable gift. 

“Andy’s timing on tracking down the stone was 
perfect because we had just listed it for sale on our 
website,” says Campbell. The stone is large and 
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in great condition even though it had been moved 
several times in the past 100+ years. | was happy to 
return the mill stone to its original location at the 
Chamberlin Mill. It’s a piece of local history that now 
everyone can enjoy.” 

Andy Quigley, a Pomfret resident, has been a 
stalwart member of the Chamberlin Mill restoration 
effort since its beginnings, and a board member of 
Chamberlin Mill, Inc., the non-profit corporation 
formed in 2013 to preserve and sustain the mill and 
its unique story for generations to enjoy. Quigley 
brings a voracious native curiosity to this work, as well 
as expertise in the reconstruction and operation of 
antique circular saws. He owns and operates his own 
19th century Lane #1 circular saw, 
very similar to the one belonging to 
Chamberlin Mill. 

In the early years of European 
settlement of New England, grist 
mills like sawmills were common 
along many streams and rivers. The 
central elements of grist mills were 
two matching grooved millstones, 
which rotated one atop the other, 
grinding corn and other grains into 
flour. The recently located stone 
is one of sucha pair. The location 
of its mate remains a mystery, 
though there is speculation that it 
may now be part of the roadbed 
for Old Turnpike Road which runs 
by Chamberlin Mill. The stone 
recently donated to Chamberlin Mill, Inc., will be in 
safekeeping until the Mill restoration is complete. 

Three examples of early publicly accessible 
gristmills remain nearby in Pomfret and Storrs, and in 
the reconstructed gristmill at Old Sturbridge Village. 
Besides Chamberlin, the only other accessible early 
sawmill in Connecticut is the Ledyard up-and-down 
operation. Together with the reconstructed up-and- 
down sawmill at Old Sturbridge, the Ledyard and 
Chamberlin sites tell of 19th century technological 
development toward the greater efficiency of water- 
powered sawmills, and to the eventual displacement 
of water power by fossil fuels, in the form of 
Chamberlin Mill’s 1928 Studebaker engine, brought 
to the site following a major flood in 1936 to keep the 
sawmill operational through the 1960s. These old 
small mills, each unique, have much to say about how 
earlier inhabitants of our region sustained themselves 
before the era of supermarkets and big box stores.

victim of a gusty winter storm that shattered both Main 
Street windows during the night. Despite this setback, 
owner Pat McGarrah of Sturbridge has been working 
hard all winter to complete renovations that will make 
this bike shop a cool place to hang out as well as buy 
top-name bicycles, clothing, gear and accessories plus 
service from experienced mechanics. 

During their normally quiet time, McGarrah’s 
crew has been working on interior cosmetics, painting, 
repairing and building up walls over the building’s 
original brick and masonry so they can hang and 
display inventory. They have also designed a seating 
area within the shop, with a “French café-style” vibe. 

McGarrah has owned the business with his partner 
Robert Russo since April 2008, when they were located 
in Putnam’s historic train station. “We couldn’t heat it, 
so we moved upstairs where the Complex is now,” says 
McGarrah.

Artisan Soul Gallery is a marketplace for 55 local 
artists and a very reasonably priced open studio for 
both children and adults. Art for sale includes work 
in all media—including jewelry and other handcrafts- 
-by professional artists, hobby artists, and minors. “It 
encourages them to put their work out there,” says of 
the children and teen artists. “The looks on their faces 
when they sell art is amazing. And it’s great for people 
in the area to see the potential in young artists.” 

Laura is passionate about art-perhaps the process 
more than the product--and about providing a space 
for creativity that everyone can enjoy, no matter a 
person’s age, income level or artistic ability. “We have 
long dreamt of a space where kids and adults can 
gather to create together and collaboratively, as well as 
a space for people to explore art on many levels and get 
support from others in the community,” she explains. 
“We envisioned a co-op of sorts for the members of the 
community to share their knowledge and experience 
and well, just a space to CREATE in. I find that many 
older children and adults don’t feel they are artistic, so 
it’s really getting past that feeling that you are not an 
artist. We are all artists.” 

“Reusing” is another passion of Artisan Soul 
Gallery. “We have an entire area of low-cost and free 
art and craft supplies, nothing over $10. A lot of these 
goods are locally sourced from donations by artists 
around the area. It allows us to keep the open studio 
so it’s accessible for everybody no matter what their art 
passion is,” says Laura. 

For open studio, an artist can use supplies from the 
gallery or bring in their own materials. There is a 20-seat 
area for work space plus a back studio for younger kids. 
Open studio is daily from 1OAM - 4:30PM except on 
Tues and Thurs from 5-6:30, when young children are 
the focus. Drop-in art is $5 for 90 minutes and anything 
you make you take with you. “That is possible because 
of the donations,” says Laura. “We have a lot of artists 
that find so much love in their hearts to be able to give 
us different things to be able to make this happen.”

According to John, Restoration 51 is the largest 
non-consignment, non-vendor antiques business in 
the region. He estimates they often see one to two 
hundred customers on weekends. “Repeat business is 
phenomenal,” he says. “Other than using social media, 
our growth is completely organic.” 

“It's the most fun and the least money,” he jokes. 
“You have to be here on a weekends. It’s really fun. 
We play the music really loud. We like to make our 
customers comfortable.” Liz describes the store’s 
atmosphere as “lighthearted and friendly.”

“T cart tell you how many families come in here 
and the parents or grandparents are teaching their kids 
about history though material objects,” Liz remarks. 

“I think what sets our shop apart is that you can 
touch pretty much everything. It’s all accessible to the 
customer, to see and feel and be part of it.” 

“There’s nothing behind glass cases,” adds John. 
“Everything is hands-on. We want to turn it over. This 
is not a museum. A lot of these shops have turned into 
museums, where you go back and you find the same 
stuff over and over. You’d be hard pressed to find much 
of anything that we started with in over 18 months of 
business.” 

While Restoration 51 gets a steady stream of 
curious walk-in customers, they are increasingly a 
destination. Nearly 60% of their business is with 
dealers, some of whom travel from Providence, New 
York, Boston and even Philadelphia to purchase 
inventory for their own stores or concessions. John says 
the shop also supplies a lot of DIY customers for home 
décor projects or found object art. They carry a wide 
selection of industrial-style material for steam punk 
aficionados as well. 

Restoration 51’s inventory comes primarily from 
estate liquidations. “Our model is based on buying and 
purchasing estates and box lots in volume purchases,” 


John explains. “Our life is American Pickers,” jokes Liz. 


She and John 
personally travel 
to check out 
the quality of 
an estate. “If 
it’s worthwhile, 
we send a crew 
back and clean 
it all out. When 
stuff comes in 
it’s like Sanford 
and Sons. It 
comes in by the 
truckload,” she 
says. Then they 
filter through 

it and what’s 
valuable gets 

a space in the 
shop. But possibly not for long, according to Liz. “For 
the customer who is indecisive,” she says, “they come 
back and are often disappointed. So if you want it, you 
better buy it!” 

One of the best parts of this business might be the 
treasure hunt. John shares a recent “find”—one of those 
unexpected and thrilling moments that happen every 
now and then. He displays a small, pale blue hardcover 
book. “This is The Weary Blues by Langston Hughes 
and it’s a first edition,” he says with a smile. “Isn’t that 
exciting?” Then, he opens the cover to reveal a personal 
note signed and dated by this famous author. “A very 
rare book in itself, and in excellent condition--and it was 
in a box. That little chill will remind you of how exciting 
itis to find something.”

“Tt’s like a magic little secret,” says Alison Ciarlanti with a playful smile.

Now this artist is spreading her special brand of joy here in the Quiet Corner.

fter a particularly bad day on April 1, 2009, 

Alison went outside and stood on her rock- 

strewn driveway. “I looked down and picked 
up a rock and brought it back inside.” Then she painted 
a colorful peace sign on its smooth grey surface. “It felt 
really good!” she recalls. She told her husband Paul, 
“Take this rock, when you get out of your car just leave 
it in the parking lot. Somebody’s going to find it and it’s 
going to make their day.” So he did. Six years and over 
16,000 peace rocks later, Alison continues her quest to 
quietly bring peace and happiness to others in a unique 
and surprising way. 

Leaving her first peace rock for someone to find felt 
so good, she told Paul, “I am going to spread a million 
peace rocks all over the world, starting tomorrow.” 

He suggested she start a blog so people could learn 
about the story. It was his idea to number each one 
and write the blog on the back of each one. “He was 
so encouraging,’ says Alison, who also credits him for 
financially supporting her gifting venture. She painted 
ten more rocks that day. 

“The next day I got up early, grabbed my ten rocks, 
went to the gas station and felt a sense of magic around 
me. I looked around, no one was there and I put a peace 
rock by the pump and jumped back in my car.” Then 
she left one at her hairdresser and her local coffee shop. 
“That’s my favorite place to leave them, in the tip jar, on 
the table. Everywhere I went was so much more fun,

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: really think,” Alison emphasizes, “is that if every single 
: person focused on their own inner peace, then we’d

She started getting orders for batches of peace 


: rocks. Vassar College ordered 80 rocks for incoming 

: international students. Other requests ranged from yoga 
: instructors to parents wanting gifts for teachers. “At first 
: I did it for free,” she says. “They just needed to pay for 


shipping.” But then she realized she couldn’t afford 
that. “At first | was whipping through them because | 


: wanted to get to a million. But now I want each rock to 
? be a work of art. To paint 5 rocks takes me 3 hours. A 
: box takes two days. So ve been upping the price [on 


orders] so ’m not rushing them.” 

“Every now and then I'd think I was going to 
do some different art,” she says, “but then I’d get an 
order of another batch of 10 or 20. Six years later, I 


: haven’t slowed down.” She found that the activity has 
: supported her creative growth as a self-taught artist 
: who has painted in acrylic and watercolors for about 


20 years. Her favorite subjects are peace, love and dogs. 
“Because | am always painting peace rocks, it kept me 


: focused and really made me into an artist.” 


From her blog and Facebook page, Alison 
discovered that her peace rocks were going 


: international. “A few went to Japan and there’s one on 


the Great Wall of China and in Rome at the Coliseum. 


: The pictures are unbelievable. It’s so cool to see a peace 
: rock in front of these great landmarks. So many people 


took them to places that I have never been to.” Trader 


: Joe’s even picked up on the magic of peace rocks, 
: purchasing a copyrighted image that is printed and sold 
: in their stores on blank gift cards. 


Alison averages 
10-20 peace rocks a week or 
more if she has an order. She 
estimates that she'll reach 
20,000 by the beginning of 
2017. “That’s my goal right 
now. It’s gonna take me 
until ’m an old lady till I hit 
a million! I was thinking if 
I organized an event where 
everyone paints their own, 
and I can get a million 
people do it, then I can get 
there without having to 
paint them all myself. I want 
to spread a million peace 
rocks, not necessarily paint 
a million.” Another idea she 
has to reach a million is to 
make copies of some of her 
favorite peace rock deigns and color combinations using 
a 3-D printer. 

“It's addicting to spread peace rocks,” Alison says. 
“You see the opportunity to give one to a waitress or 
leave it on a bench where you know someone will stop. 
It’s like a little high, a little random act of kindness. And 
the stories that people tell me really make my day.”
